One member of the commission. 
Avho asked his name be -withheld, 
said today surveys had not been 
made of nil the 48 states. 
Ife esti­ 
mated at least six gtate* had been 
omitted, but asserted data on the 
remaining ten would be transmlttod 
as promptly as poRsible. 


Included In this latter number 
are several states In which auti- 
prohibition sentiment Is strong - 
such as New York and Illinois. The 
surrey of the latter state Includes 
material upon gangster activities 
In Chicago considered so revealing 
that the investigator signed an as­ 
sumed name. He spent some time 
in the underworld there. 


Another member of the commis­ 
sion explained this data had been 
withheld merely by an oversight. 
He explained that between 15 and 
50 copies of the Aral 32 state re­ 
ports had been made available to 
the commission by Dr. James M. 
Doran, former prohibition commis­ 
sioner. 
Only single copies existed 
of the other state reports, he said, 
and these wore in the hands of Indi­ 
vidual members.
